DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 18, "the operating 
member" would be more clearly recited as — the auxiliary operating member — . Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear from the applicant's disclosure or from Figures 8, 9 and 10 how the plate is 
curved outward in a direction towards a front end of the real .body? It is also unclear which end 
is the front end? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ciocca 
(US 5,443,218). 
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Ciocca discloses a fishing reel comprising: 

a reel body attachable to a fishing rod; 

a spool rotatably supported by the reel body; 

a handle 30 disposed at a side portion of the reel body for rotating the spool to winding a 
fishing line on the spool; and 

an auxiliary operating member 10, 100 for auxiliary winding the fishing line on the spool 
provided at a position in which the auxiliary operating member can be operated by a finger of an 
angler's hand holding the fishing rod to which the reel body is attached, wherein the auxiliary 
operating member is formed so that, when the handle is rotated to rotate the spool, the auxiliary 
operating member is not rotated in response to the rotation of the handle (col. 5 lines 29-44), 

wherein a one-way clutch 62, 70, 52 is interposed between a rotating member 34 where 
the rotating member is rotated in response to the rotation of the handle 30 and the auxiliary 
operating member 10, 100, 

wherein an operating portion of the auxiliary operating member to be operated by the 
finger is rotatably provided between left and right side plates which constitute the reel body, and 
wherein the operating portion is formed in a lever shape 100, and 

a plate connected between the left and right side plates to partially form an upper surface 
of the reel body, wherein the plate is respectively positioned between the operating member and 
a front-end of the reel body, and wherein the operating portion is projected upward from a 
surface of the plate (see below). 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 were directed to the newly added claim 
limitation and have been addressed above.
